2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent In the United 
states. 

3. Claims 24-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent 3,440,785 to Denny et al. 

Denny et al. provides a concrete wall assembly comprising vertical studs 20 
having first and second panels 22 fastened thereto. Concrete 30 cavities are 
formed between the panels 22. Ports comprising window openings (Figure 2 and 
column 5, line 9) and door openings (Figure 1 and column 5, lines 1+) are 
provided. The figures show the port opening provided with port receiving 
openings along the top and bottom thereof. The sill and jamb of the window 
opening are shown with a rabbet or indentation for receiving a window frame. 

4. Claims 24, 25, and 27-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by U.S. Patent 5,974,751 to De Zen. 

De Zen provides a concrete wall assembly comprising vertical studs 120 having 
first and second panels 1 1 fastened thereto. Concrete cavities are formed 
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between the panels 1 1 (See figure 10). Ports comprising window openings 39 
(Figure 7) and door openings 40 (Figure 7) are provided. 

5. Tlie prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. A thorough review of the prior listed on the attached PTO 892 
form is recommended as several of the cited references provide most if not all of the 
claimed features.
